WASHINGTON, D. C.—WE 
ORDINARILY THINK of the 
United Nations as dealing only 
with the m atters we read most 
about in the newspapers. 
It 
does, 
however, 
deal 
with a 
multitude 
of 
international 
problems, among which is an 
attempt to control the traffic 
in narcotics. 
IN 1953 AN AGREEMENT 
WAS WORKED OUT 
which 
would require all nations to re­ 
port 
on the production and 
shipment of opiate drugs. Since 
that time, the situation in this 
country has considerably im­ 
proved. 
HOWEVER, THE MATTER 
HAS BEEN reopened, and un­ 
less something is done, there 
is danger of relaxing existing 
regulations. 
A MONG W H E R CHANGES 
PROPOSED, one would per­ 
mit 
countries not previously 
engaged in opium exports an 
unrestricted production up to 
five tons annually, without ac­ 
counting. It would relax the 
requirement that a demand on 
the exporting nation for ex­ 
planations and reports be made. 
Nation members which first 
agreed to present limitations 
would no longer be obligated 
to observe import quotas which 
have been established. 
THE 
UNITED 
S T A T E S 
S H O U L D 
OPPOSE 
these 
changes and insist that more 
strict controls be agreed to, 
rather than that those now in 
effect be relaxed. 
IT IS, OF COURSE NEC­ 
ESSARY 
AND DESIRABLE 
that drugs be imported for 
medical purposes, but the stric­ 
test possible control should be 
placed against opiates finding 
their way into the hands of 
smugglers and criminals—and 
so on into the United States 
where the prices and profits 
of the racketeers would be 
greatest. 
I HAVE BEEN OFFERED 
THE APPOINTMENT as one 
of the two Delegates repre­ 
senting the Congress in the 
regular session of the United 
Nations this fall. While other 
great issues such as Berlin may 
be a part of it, should I accept, 
it would be my desire to par­ 
ticipate in this m atter of con­ 


trolling the traffic of illicit 
drugs. 
No greater evil exists 
in the world today than the 
illegal transactions in narcot- 


ICS. 
THE FALL SESSION OF 
THE UNITED NATIONS com­ 
mences on September 19. 
It 
would probably continue for 
six or seven weeks. There are 
many things about the United 
Nations with which I do not 
agree, 
and 
particularly 
the 
"offshoots” which have grown 
around it since its creation. 
I have made it plain, that 
should I accept the appoint­ 
ment for the coming Session, I 
would be a free agent to exer­ 
cise judgment on all m atters. 
I am assured of this privilege, 
without reservation. Many of 
us have found the time in our 
experience when we did not 
agree with our neighbor, our 
brethren in the Church, our 
lodge, our civic club, our po- 


bilitation process begins. 
First, the patient must be 
taught to eliminate fear.

As soon as the patient is 
able to move his limbs, hands 
or feet, the exercises are in 
creased. 
He is encouraged to 
do the exercises without assis 
tance, and to add others as 
prescribed by his doctor. 
He is encouraged to assist 
in feeding and bathing him 
self—first with assistance and 
then on his own. 
Finally, he 
is encouraged to sit, stand arid 
eventually to walk. 
He is 
taught to open doors and dial 
phones. 
The patient is now 
on his way to being rehabilita 
ted. 
While patients in many hos­ 
pitals get this kind of care, 
some stroke victims are not 
taken to hospitals but are kept 
at home. 
In addition, many 
patients are taken home before 
rehabilitation 
is 
completed. 
Doctors know that even these 
patients need not become in­ 
valids, but with proper rehabil 
itation, started early, and con­ 
tinued with consistence, they 
can walk again and—in many 
cases—return to 
their 
jobs.
